The  anti-mission 
spirit  came  out  into  the  open 
Therefore  the  leaders  thought 
it  wise  to  do  away  with  the  Con¬ 
vention.  This  was  done  at  the 
1325  meeting  held  in  Jerusalem  | 
Church,  not  far  from  Gillsburg.j 

During  the  next  six  years  the 
mission  spirit  grew  by  leaps 1 
and  bounds.  Many  new  church¬ 
es  and  associations  were  organ¬ 
ized. 

In  1836  the  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  was  re  organiz 
ed  At  this  time  there  were  10 
associations.
